Three were drowned at 
Ixvrain, while more are missing both 
there and at Cleveland. 
Not one block of the city missed its 
mark of the wrecking gale. 
Showers

CAN’T DO ANYTHING 


President Tells Negroes That Lynch­ 


ing Is Out of His Jurisdiction. 
Washington. June I.— A delegation 
decolored men who were received in 
the East room of the White House 
presented a written petition to Presi­ 
dent Taft urging him to send a special 
m essage to congress to ask the enact­ 
ment of a federal lynching law making 
the crime of lynching punishable by 
the federal government. 
The petition declared that the Unttr 
ed States is “rapidly becoming a hiss­ 
ing aud a byword upon the lips of civi­ 
lized people everywhere, and the very 
foundations of our governm ent are bo­ 
ing undermined. ’ because of the prac­ 
tice of lynching, 
“The people in nu­ 
merous communities of our beloved 
land,' continued the petition, ‘are be­ 
ing fast transformed into hordes of 
thugs, outlaws and murderers.’' 
The president 
explained that the 
crime of lynching cam e entirely within 
the jurisdiction of the state govern 
ments and that he was powerless to 
help them, though he deplored the lax­ 
ness with which the 
laws against
